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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE 

CITY  OF  TRURO  1970 


Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Ser¬ 
vices  for  the  City  of  Truro  for  the  year  1970. 

The  population  continues  to  remain  at  about  1 4,500,  there  being  a  slight  decrease 
compared  with  last  year.  Apart  from  the  usual  expected  increase  in  measles  in  1970, 
when  176  cases  were  notified  in  the  City  the  year  was  relatively  free  of  infectious 
diseases. 

The  number  of  live  births  decreased  from  241  to  194  and  two  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  1  year  of  age  whereas  last  year  none  occurred  in  that  age  group. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  resumption  of  Measles  immunisation  in  1970  when 
vaccine  again  became  available,  the  number  of  cases  recorded  in  future  years  will 
decrease;  the  effect  of  immunisation  to  date  has  not  been  sufficient  to  influence 
the  numbers  of  susceptibles  in  the  population  and  so  alter  the  alternate  year  in¬ 
cidence. 

The  programme  to  offer  free  Rubella  vaccination  to  thirteen  year  old  girls  was 
started  towards  the  end  of  1970  and  although  it  will  no  doubt  take  appreciable 
time  before  the  majority  of  women  of  childbearing  age  are  immune  to  this  disease, 
the  year  at  least  saw  the  start  of  this  prophylactic  campaign. 

Plans  to  implement  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Amenity  Sections  of  the  Chron¬ 
ically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  of  1970  with  regard  to  suitable  access  to  purpose 
built  lavatories  for  the  disabled  were  drawn  up  in  the  year.  This  appears  a  much 
easier  task  than  that  of  obtaining  the  figures  relating  to  the  numbers  of  Disabled 
and  Chronic  Sick  in  the  community.  Adequate  domiciliary  help  and  hospital  and 
long  stay  bed  requirements  cannot  be  properly  planned  if  the  number  of  disabled 
and  chronic  sick  in  the  community  is  not  accurately  known. 

With  regard  to  the  body  of  the  Report,  unless  otherwise  stated,  the  figures  for 
the  personal  services  apply  to  the  whole  of  the  No.  3  Health  Area. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year,  and 
to  Mr.  Marsh  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Area  Nursing  Officer,  Miss  V.M.  Graham,  and 
Clerical  Staff  at  the  Leats,  for  their  help  in  the  personal  service  section  of  this 
report,  and  for  their  work  throughout  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1 .  Provision  for  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Sec.22) 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  —  Truro 

The  number  attending  at  The  Leats  Child  Welfare  Clinic  during  1970  was  3,617 
children  compared  with  4,013  last  year.  The  number  of  sessions  were  51  and  the 
average  attendance  per  session  was  71  compared  with  78  last  year. 

Dental  Clinic 

Dental  treatment  was  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  children  at  the  Dental 
Clinic  at  The  Leats  during  1970. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  two  group  practices  in  Lemon  Street  and  are 
staffed  by  the  Truro  District  Nurses/Midwives.  Thus  all  ante-natal  work  is  carried 
out  by  G.P's  working  with  County  Nursing  Staff. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes  are  run  in  a  series  of  8  lectures  per  course  at 
The  Leats  Clinic  and  fathers  are  also  invited  to  attend  one  lecture  In  each  course. 
Six  such  courses  were  given  during  the  year. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  held  at  The  Leats  Clinic  arranged  by  the  Local  Secre¬ 
tary,  Mrs.  Gauntlett  of  T ruro.  Clinics  are  held  in  the  mornings  on  the  first  Friday 
in  each  month  and  in  the  evenings  on  each  subsequent  Friday. 

2.  Midwifery  Services  (Sec.23) 

Sixty-nine  deliveries  occurred  in  the  home  in  Truro  City  during  1970  as  compared 
with  sixty-seven  during  1969. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  showing  the  percentage  of  births  delivered  at  home 
that  Truro  City  had  a  greater  percentage  born  at  home  in  1970  than  in  the  previous 
year.  There  are  many  medical  and  social  factors  which  determine  selection  for 
home  delivery,  and  one  can  say  that  as  regards  the  City  the  selection  resulted  in 
no  adverse  affect  on  the  children  born  at  home,  as  witnessed  by  the  neonatal 
mortality  rate.

No  medical  aid  was  called  for  in  Truro  City  in  the  case  of  home  deliveries. 

3.  Health  Visitors  (Sec.24) 

3,365  visits  were  made  to  pre-school  children  in  the  City  as  compared  with  3,035 
last  year.  524  visits  were  made  to  the  elderly  and  394  special  visits  on  social 
grounds,  mainly  to  the  elderly  and  to  problem  families;  this  compares  with  354 
visits  last  year. 

The  Health  Visitor  specialising  in  T.B.  work  is  required  to  spend  a  considerable 
amount  of  effort  and  time  in  T.B.  contact  work.  The  present  T.B.  Health  Visitor, 
Mrs.  Hart,  apart  from  her  normal  Health  Visitor  duties,  covers  a  wide  area  of 
work  on  T.B.  outside  the  City  boundary  and  assists  at  the  City  Hospital  contact 
clinic  which  itself  is  held  approximately  4  times  a  year.  During  1970  only  1  case 
of  T.B.  was  reported  in  the  City.  The  contacts  of  this  case  were  followed  up  and 
given  chest  X-rays. 

By  offering  B.C.G.  to  those  children  susceptible  to  T.B.  and  selective  screening  of 
those  at  risk  and  contact  tracing  in  known  cases,  there  is  hope  that  the  low  in¬ 
cidence  of  this  disease  may  be  reduced  even  further  in  future. 

Health  Education  talks  and  demonstrations  were  given  on  61  occasions. 

Home  Nursing  (Sec.25) 

661  general  nursing  cases  were  visited  compared  with  493  last  year.  As  with 
previous  years  a  large  number  required  injections  as  well  as  nursing  care.  15,042 
visits  were  made  compared  with  12,205  last  year.

5.  Ambulance  Service  (Sec.27) 


This  Service  is  under  direct  County  control  through  Ambulance  Headquarters  and 
thus  no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is  given. 
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6.  Prevention  —  Care  and  After-Care 


Routine  twice  monthly  visits  to  Truro  City  (The  Leats)  and  Falmouth  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  were  made  by  the  Mobile  X-Ray  Unit  for  the  purpose  of  G.P.  re¬ 
ferred  cases  and  also  for  those  school  and  student  Heaf  positive  cases  requiring 
further  examination.  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  given  to  935  school  children  and 
students  found  to  be  Heaf  negative  in  the  whole  of  Health  Area  No.  3. 

Geriatric  Preventive  Measures  and  After-Care 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47,  1951  Amendment,  no 
person  was  taken  into  care  under  this  Act,  being  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

With  regard  to  the  supporting  services  for  the  elderly  in  the  City,  much  continues 
to  be  done  by  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee.  A  mobile  meals  service  was 
also  provided  by  this  Committee.  The  extent  of  this  sen/ice  and  its  benefits  to 
the  elderly  can  be  ascertained  by  the  fact  that  through  the  organisation  of  Mrs. 
Eddy  and  the  volunteers  who  work  with  her,  some  3,478  meals  were  served  to 
the  elderly  in  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  March,  1971 . 

With  regard  to  chiropody,  4  sessions  were  held  each  month  with  7  treatments  at 
each  session.  85  attended  with  354  treatments  given.  Transport  was  provided  on 
92  occasions. 

Visiting  the  elderly  in  their  homes  is  arranged  through  the  Red  Cross  represent¬ 
atives  on  the  Committee  and  the  International  Voluntary  Service  is  able  to  give 
appreciable  help  in  home  decoration  and  garden  work.  To  help  meet  the  cost  of 
the  chiropody  service,  grants  are  provided  by  the  City  Council  and  the  County 
Council. 

A  lot  of  voluntary  work  and  time  is  put  in  by  the  organisers  and  helpers  and  I 
feel  we  should  all  thank  them  for  the  valuable  work  which  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  elderly  of  the  City. 

Medical  Loans 

A  supply  of  domiciliary  aids  for  the  handicapped  is  available  through  the  Health 
Area  Office  and  a  wide  variety  of  other  equipment  required  in  the  home  such  as 
bed  pans,  urinals  and  bed  rests  are  obtainable  through  the  County  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Yellow  Fever  Innoculations 

The  Leats  is  a  registered  centre  for  this  immunisation  and  during  1970,  286  cases 
were  immunised  prior  to  going  abroad  as  compared  with  279  last  year. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Cervical  smear  clinics  have  continued  in  Truro  and  Falmouth.  Out  of  the  total 
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of  450  cases  seen  at  these  clinics  during  1970,  3  suspicious  cases  were  detected; 
none  of  these  3  cases  was  a  resident  of  Truro  City. 

Home  Helps  (Sec.29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  but  individual  figures  for  each  District  Council 
are  not  available  as  this  Service  is  now  administered  direct  from  County  Hall.  How¬ 
ever,  a  total  of  555  cases  received  assistance  in  the  whole  of  Health  Area  No.  3  and 
out  of  this  total  460  cases  were  over  the  age  of  65  years.  It  is  regretted  that  due  to 
a  printing  error,  the  number  of  cases  reported  to  have  received  assistance  last  year 
should  have  read  428  cases  and  not  1,428.

CITY  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  1970 

Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  1970.  Each  year  more  and  more  people  are  becoming 
interested  in  environmental  health  services.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  this  increasing 
awareness  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  in  the  deficiencies  in  our  dwellings, 
the  way  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  and  served,  and  the  pollution  of  our 
air,  streams  and  rivers  and  countryside.  Conservation  Year,  with  its  attendant 
publicity,  brought  home  to  many  the  fact  that  they  contribute  greatly  to  the 
spoiling  of  all  the  natural  heritage  which  has  been  given  to  us. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  concentrated  again  on  the  Highertown,  Old  Falmouth 
Road  and  Malpas  village  sewerage  schemes  and  the  modernisation  of  Newham 
Sewage  Works.  It  was  greatly  concerned  at  the  ever  reducing  space  in  the  City 
area  for  refuse  disposal.  It  endeavoured  to  turn  its  proposals  for  the  modernisation 
and  improvement  of  every  older  house  in  the  City  into  reality  by  personal  letters 
from  its  Chairman  to  house  owners  and  other  means  of  persuasion.  The  Housing 
Committee  continued  to  improve  and  modernise  its  older  houses  and  actively 
planned  the  building  of  thirty  two  more  Old  People's  Dwellings  in  the  James 
Place  area  hoping  for  an  early  start  in  1971. 

With  the  help  of  the  County  Planning  Department  a  suitable  site  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse  from  the  City,  the  Rural  area  and  the  Boroughs  of  Penryn  and  Falmouth 
was  found  as  an  alternative  to  Newham  Tip.  The  Rural  Authority  obtained 
planning  permission  for  the  tip  and  although  it  will  mean  a  minimum  eight  mile 
haul  of  refuse  from  the  City  it  is  a  better  long  term  prospect  than  Newham  Tip. 
Unfortunately,  planning  permission  does  not  solve  all  difficulties.  In  a  county 
where  mining  interests  are  reviving,  every  piece  of  waste  land  may  be  either  a 
potential  mine  or  affect  an  existing  mine. 

After  fifteen  years  of  loyal  service  to  the  City  Counci),  Mr.  H.  Chadderton,  Addi¬ 
tional  Public  Health  Inspector,  retired  in  December.  Always  helpful  to  his  colleagues 
and  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him  he  played  a  big  part  in  the  training  of 
successive  technical  assistants  and  the  student  who  eventually  was  appointed  to 
his  post.  Even  when  his  health  deteriorated  in  the  last  years  before  retirement  he 
still  insisted  in  doing  far  more  than  his  own  share  of  the  work  of  a  very  busy  De¬ 
partment.  Truro  City  is  a  better  place  for  him  having  passed  through  and  it  is 
hoped  that  he  enjoys  a  long  and  happy  retirement. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  Mr.  M.R.  Hall  who  came  to  the  Department  as  a 
student  in  1966  left  Aston  University  in  Birmingham  in  July  with  a  B.Sc.,  (Hons.) 
Degree  in  Environmental  Health.  To  adequately  train  a  student  to  this  standard 
taxes  the  resources  of  a  small  Department  but  the  results  are  well  justified.  The 
City  Council  decided  to  continue  to  train  a  student  to  university  standard  but 
were  unable,  between  July  and  December  1970,  to  attract  a  suitable  applicant. 
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I  again  express  my  appreciation  for  the  support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  who  have  been  so  helpful  and  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work  of  the  Department,  to  Dr.  Hingston  for  his  help  and  advice  and 
to  the  staff  and  workpeople  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  service  during  the 
year.

HOUSING 

Provision  of  New  Houses 

Having  built  one  hundred  and  sixty  three  dwellings  in  1968  and  1969  none  were 
built  by  the  City  Council  in  1970.  Sixty-five  were  provided  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year. 

Casual  vacancies  in  the  1,600  dwellings  owned  by  the  City  Council  are  approxi¬ 
mately  40  each  year.  The  Housing  Committee  plans  to  build  32  Old  People's 
Dwellings  in  James  Place  in  1971,  up  to  a  dozen  Old  People's  Dwellings  in 
Strangways  Terrace,  4  Old  People's  Dwellings  at  St.  Thomas  Close,  Malabar  and 
is  now  starting  to  acquire  an  area  in  the  town  centre  for  demolition  of  substandard 
houses  and  the  erection  of  more  Old  People's  Dwellings.  Besides  being  needed  to 
help  in  the  rehousing  of  Old  People  in  difficult  circumstances  in  private  accommo¬ 
dation  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Old  People's  Dwellings  will  ease  the  problem 
of  under-occupation  and  release  more  houses  for  younger  families. 

Consolidated  Gold  Mines  started  on  the  first  section  of  98  houses  at  St.  Clements 
Hill  to  accommodate  their  workers  from  the  Wheal  Jane  Mine  and  the  Cornwall 
Ex-Service  Housing  Association  started  on  26  units  at  Trennick,  a  proportion  of 
which  will  be  allocated  to  nominees  of  the  City  Council. 

Inspection  and  the  Repair  of  Houses 

This  work  consisted  of  inspection  of  houses  following  complaints  from  occupiers, 
inspections  in  connection  with  the  Unfit  House  Programme  and  the  repair  of 
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houses  in  conjunction  with  improvement  grants.  526  inspections  of  private  houses 
were  made;  168  Council  houses  were  inspected  and  1,003  repairs  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  effected  to  dwellinghouses  after  action  by  your  Inspectors.  Details 
are  listed  in  Appendices  I  and  II  on  pages  25  and  26. 

Unfit  House  Programme 

In  the  past  fifteen  years  433  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with.  326  have  been 
demolished  and  the  remainder  have  been  closed.  In  this  period  41  dwellings 
covered  by  Closing  Orders  have  been  made  fit  and  further  improved  and  are  now 
back  in  use.  The  City  Council  is  now  by  far  the  largest  single  landlord  of  sub¬ 
standard  houses  chiefly  because  they  have  for  several  years  past  acquired  this  type 
of  property  from  private  landlords  who  were  unable  to  sell  in  the  open  market 
because  of  road  widening  and  redevelopment  schemes.  As  these  schemes  progress 
the  number  progressively  reduces. 

Reconditioning  and  Improvement  of  Houses 

In  1970  the  houses  modernised  and  improved  to  the  five  amenity  standard  and  beyond 
increased  by  80%  but  still  fell  below  the  aim  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  to  try  to 
improve  75  houses  a  year.  In  the  nine-year  period  1962-1970,  283  houses  were  Improved 
to  modern  standards. 


The  City  Council's  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  have  defined  a  most 
liberal  policy  towards  grants  and  its  policy  decisions  have  eased  the  work  of  those 
who  have  to  advise  the  public.  The  measure  of  co-operation  between  the  City 
Surveyor's  Department  and  this  Department  on  house  Improvement  has  always 
been  good  and  procedures  have  been  adopted  between  the  Departments  and  the 
City  Treasurer's  office  which,  it  is  believed,  will  try  to  give  houseowners  and 
tenants  full  information  before  they  embark  on  an  improvement  scheme  which, 
whilst  giving  immediate  benefits  of  improved  facilities,  will  take  quite  a  long  time 
to  pay  for  even  with  grant  aid. 

It  is  felt  that  Central  Government  could  do  more  to  speed  the  saving  of  twilight 
houses  and  areas  and  it  is  believed  that  1971  will  bring  from  them  a  new  incentive 
to  house  owners  to  improve  their  properties. 

The  Housing  Committee's  contract  for  the  improvement  of  15  houses  on  the 
Hendra  Estate  proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  tenders  will  be  sought  In  1971 
for  the  improvement  of  a  further  section  of  houses  on  this  estate.  It  is  intended 
to  improve  3  houses  in  the  Newquay  Road  area  in  1971. 
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Qualification  Certificates  —  Housing  Act  1969 

Fourteen  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  were  received  during  the  year. 
Two  were  refused,  9  were  granted  and  3  were  not  necessary  for  purposes  of  the 
Act. 

Welfare  Services  to  Qld  People's  Accommodation 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  these  services  is  done  by  the  City  Public  Health 
Inspector,  who  is  also  the  Council's  Housing  Officer.  The  City  Council  administer 
the  Warden  and  other  welfare  services  on  behalf  of  the  Truro  Municipal  Charities 
to  their  newly  built  Almshouses.  Twelve  wardens  are  employed  to  look  after  211 
flats,  bungalows  and  bedsitter  flatlets  occupied  by  old  people.  Ten  of  the  wardens 
live  In  old  people's  units  of  accommodation  and  2  are  in  purpose  built  warden's 
dwellings.  There  are  15  groups  of  dwellings  of  3  to  38  units.  The  welfare  services 
cover  wardens,  telephones  and  push  bell  systems,  garden  maintenance,  window 
cleaning,  laundry  and  meals  where  necessary,  internal  decoration  and  chiropody. 

There  was  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £6,300  during  1970/71  and  an  esti¬ 
mate  of  £7,130  for  1971/72  being  an  average  of  £34  per  dwelling  for  the  year. 

The  Welfare  Sub  Committee  is  still  concerned  about  the  upgrading  of  the  older 
Old  People's  flats  and  bungalows.  A  contract  was  made  for  the  provision  of  a  bell 
system  at  Tregurra  bungalows  and  as  soon  as  the  opportunity  arises  at  Festival 
Gardens  a  resident  Warden  and  bell  system  will  be  installed.  Fire  precautions  at 
blocks  of  flats  where  4  flats  open  on  to  communal  stairs  and  passages  were  con¬ 
sidered  and  provision  is  to  be  made  in  the  1971/2  estimates  to  mitigate  some  of 
the  present  risks. 

The  possibility  of  providing  an  Abbeyfield  Home  in  the  City  became  a  reality  with 
the  purchase  and  conversion  of  a  large  house  near  the  City  centre.  When  completed 
in  1971  it  will  give  very  useful  units  of  accommodation  in  the  private  sector  of  Old 
People's  housing.  It  is  hoped  that  the  venture  is  sufficiently  successful  for  the 
Committee  to  consider  further  provision  in  this  field. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Housing  Committee  will  provide  300  housing  units  for  old 
people  as  soon  as  possible.  The  City  has  a  20%  population  of  retired  people  and 
with  a  City  Council  housing  stock  of  just  of  1,600  the  suggested  provision  for 
Old  People  would  appear  to  be  about  right. 

Disabled  Persons  Bungalows  and  Flats 

The  Housing  Committee  agreed  to  supplement  the  2  specially  adapted  bungalows 
at  Rosedale  Estate  with  4  specially  designed  flats  for  Disabled  people  in  the  James 
Place  development. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  administration  of  all  public  cleansing  services  In  the  City  is  the  responsibility 
of  your  Inspector. 

Employees 

These  services  have  an  establishment  of  25  men,  4  women  full-time  and  5  women 
part-time. 

Although  all  the  men  took  part  in  the  national  stoppage  of  local  authority  manual 
workers  in  October/November  1970  the  relations  between  the  men,  their  union 
and  the  City  Council  remain  excellent.  Both  sides  respected  the  other's  position 
in  that  if  you  are  a  member  of  a  negotiating  body  you  abide  by  its  Instructions. 

The  strike  which  was  of  relatively  short  duration  In  the  City  In  no  way  endangered 
health  and  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  the  public  who  had  a  great  deal  of  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  men  made  things  easier  for  the  Department.  We  are  fortunate  that 
the  trade  union's  local  secretary  is  also  a  highly  respected  City  Alderman  who 
believes  that  most  difficulties  can  be  sorted  out  at  officer  level  and  they  usually 
are. 

The  increased  pay  and  other  benefits  which  came  in  November  1970  made  recruit¬ 
ment  to  the  services  easier  and  whilst  no  man  wishes  to  be  a  street  orderly  and  this 
service  Is  rarely  up  to  strength  there  is  no  difficulty  in  filling  other  vacancies  with 
the  right  type  of  man. 

Refuse  Collection 

Weekly  collections  are  made  from  5,102  dwellinghouses  and  from  daily  to  weekly 
at  nearly  500  trade  premises.  A  kerbside  collection  is  in  operation  with  3  full-time 
vehicles  and  crews  of  3  collectors  and  a  driver  together  with  a  fourth  vehicle  to  make 
special  collections  of  refuse,  collect  street  sweepings  and  cover  breakdowns  of  the 
other  3.  The  vehicles  were  purchased  in  1967,  1965,  1963  and  1959  and  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  Council  policy  are  held  for  ten  years.  A  new  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic 
vehicle  was  ordered  for  delivery  in  1971. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  least  one  manufacturer  of  refuse  collection  vehicles 
has  realised  the  necessity  of  new  designs  with  dustproofed  machinery  for  the  oper¬ 
ation  of  packing  the  refuse. 

Trade  refuse  charges  were  Increased  during  the  year  from  22/-  to  26/-  per  bin  per 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  year.  Traders  have  one  bln  emptied  free  each 
week  and  have  to  pay  for  the  remainder  unless  they  take  their  refuse  to  Newham 
tip  where  it  is  received  free  of  charge. 

The  City  Council  collects  refuse  on  behalf  of  Truro  Rural  District  Council  in  part 
of  the  village  of  Malpas. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


The  Council  operates  a  controlled  refuse  tip  at  Newham  on  the  edge  of  Calenick 
Creek  where  low  lying  ground  is  being  raised  to  the  height  of  the  adjoining  sewage 
works.  The  Massey  Ferguson  Crawler  Tractor  Shovel  purchased  in  1965  had  out¬ 
lived  its  useful  economic  life  by  May  1970  and  whilst  money  had  been  placed  in 
estimates  to  replace  the  Shovel  it  was  felt  better  to  hire  a  mechanical  shovel  rather 
than  to  spend  £6,000  on  a  new  machine  which  may  not  fit  into  a  different  refuse 
disposal  scheme.  The  area  of  ground  at  Newham  which  can  be  used  for  tipping  on 
the  present  basis  diminishes  rapidly  and  charges  are  still  in  force  for  the  tipping  of 
materials  from  private  sources  when  a  daily  quota  of  4  loads  has  been  exceeded. 
The  Truro  Rural  District  Council  tips  refuse  from  certain  of  its  parishes  at  Newham. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

Newham  tip  Is  designated  as  the  place  within  Truro  City  where  residents  may  de¬ 
posit  household  refuse  free  of  charge.  The  tip  is  kept  open  on  Saturday  mornings 
for  the  convenience  of  householders. 

Street  Cleansing 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  4  street  orderlies  (very  rarely  up  to  strength)  and  a 
Johnston  Brothers  mechanical  suction  road  sweeper.  The  length  of  County  (16.05 
miles)  and  City  roads  (20.74  miles)  swept  is  36.79  miles.  Three  street  orderlies 
work  within  the  inner  circuit  road  and  the  fourth  orderly  picks  up  litter  from  foot¬ 
paths  on  the  route  of  the  mechanical  sweeper. 

To  adequately  hand  sweep  the  entire  City  would  require  a  minimum  of  9  street 
orderlies.  The  mechanical  sweeper  has  Its  shortcomings  in  that  it  cannot  sweep 
footpaths  or  empty  litter  bins  economically  but  the  City  could  not  have  retained 
Its  reputation  as  one  of  the  cleanest  towns  in  the  South  West  without  it.  Partial 
mechanisation  of  street  cleaning  has  taught  us  that  there  is  no  adequate  substitute 
for  a  conscientious  street  orderly  and  as  these  become  unobtainable  we  shall  have 
to  accept  second  best  mechanical  means. 

Like  most  of  the  pollution  on  our  environment  the  untidiness  caused  by  litter  is 
self-inflicted.  The  present  anti-litter  laws  are  ineffective  and  when  an  offender  Is 
caught  the  process  of  law  is  so  slow  that  the  consequent  fine  has  no  salutory  effect. 
The  Public  Health  Committee  is  to  again  increase  the  number  of  litter  bins  in  the 
City  centre  and  will  plan  a  campaign  to  draw  public  attention  to  the  problem. 

Cesspool  and  Street  Gully  Cleansing 

607  cesspools  and  26  sludge  pits  were  emptied  during  the  year  and  828  loads  dis¬ 
posed  of.  The  larger  gully/cesspit  emptier  machine  (1100  gallons)  purchased  at  the 
end  of  1968  enabled  the  number  of  hours  spent  emptying  street  gullies  to  be  in¬ 
creased  from  545  hours  in  1969  to  622  hours  in  1970.  Road  gullies  throughout 
the  town  are  now  emptied  three  times  a  year  and  the  danger  spots  for  flooding  are 
dealt  with  more  frequently.  Cesspit  emptier  sewage  is  discharged  into  lagoons  at 
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Newham  tip.  These  facilities  are  shared  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  8  conveniences  for  ladies,  8  for  men,  1  each  for  boys  and  girls  and  1 
urinal  in  the  City  area.  They  are  cleaned  by  5  full-time  and  5  part-time  attendants. 
There  are  2  closet  compartments  at  The  Green  Conveniences  adapted  for  ambulant 
disabled.  When  the  existing  conveniences  at  the  Moorfleld  Car  Park  are  demolished 
in  1971  facilities  for  wheel  chair  disabled  will  be  incorporated  in  the  new  conven¬ 
iences  to  be  built  in  the  multi-storey  car  park. 

The  men's  section  of  the  Lemon  Bridge  Conveniences  was  upgraded  late  in  the  year 
and  with  the  completion  of  the  new  Moorfield  Conveniences.  City  centre  conven¬ 
iences  will  have  hot  water  supplies  to  the  wash  basins.  Only  cold  water  Is  connected 
to  the  basins  in  the  out  of  town  conveniences  and  after  decimalisation  these  con¬ 
veniences  will  be  free.

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  on  private  dwellinghouses  and  in  the 
cases  of  business  premises  the  charges  are  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

Sewer  Treatment  for  Rats 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  February  39  man¬ 
holes  were  baited.  There  were  7  complete  and  32  no  takes.  In  November/December 
49  manholes  were  baited.  There  were  7  complete,  1  partial  and  41  no  takes.  The 
8  affected  manholes  were  rebaited  until  no  more  bait  was  taken  and  3  manholes 
were  made  permanent  baiting  points.  Newham  tip  was  extensively  treated  for  rats 
with  good  results. 

I  n  sects 

One  flea  and  7  ant  Infestations  were  treated  and  assistance  given  in  the  destruction 
of  35  wasps  nests.

271  inspections  of  drainage  systems  were  made.

INDUSTRIAL  HYGIENE 
Factories 

Ninety-four  factories  are  registered  and  only  29  inspections  were  made  following 
an  inspection  of  all  of  them  In  1969.  Eight  contraventions  were  found  and  remedied 
without  recourse  to  prosecution.  Details  are  in  Appendix  III  on  page  27.  Two  out¬ 
workers  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Forty-six  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  giving  a  total  of  413.  Eighty- 
seven  general  inspections  and  a  total  of  467  inspections  were  made.  Forty-eight  in¬ 
formal  notices  were  served  for  254  contraventions  of  the  Act.  189  improvements 
were  effected.  13  accidents  were  reported  and  investigated.  None  were  fatal. 

Details  of  inspections  etc.,  are  in  Appendix  IV  on  page  28 

In  December  1969  the  fourth  technical  assistant  in  6  years  was  appointed  to  carry 
out,  amongst  other  duties,  the  inspection*;  of  shops  and  offices.  Such  frequent 
changes  mean  that  no  sooner  is  an  assistant  trained  to  be  useful  and  work  on  his 
own  initiative  than  he  leaves  for  a  better  post.  The  demolition,  rebuilding  or 
wholesale  renovation  of  offices  and  shops  in  the  City  centre  is  still  proceeding  and 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  working  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Building 
Inspectors  of  the  City  Surveyor's  Department,  endeavour  to  ensure  that,  from  the 
planning  stage,  all  regulations  are  complied  with. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk 

Thirty-eight  Distributors  of  milk  are  registered  with  the  City  Council. 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  Cornwall  County  Council's  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  samples  extensively  in  the  City  area,  pursuant  of  the  power  of  granting 
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licences,  continued. 


The  City  Council  has  the  right  to  take  samples  and  will  exercise  this  right  should 
the  amount  of  sampling  ever  fall  below  that  which  would  normally  be  undertaken 
by  the  City  Council  or  if  other  circumstances  warrant  this  action.  Details  of 
samples  taken  by  the  County  Council  are:

Ice  Cream 

Fifty-two  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  1  premise  using  a  soft 
ice  cream  machine  is  registered  as  a  manufactory.  Forty  samples  were  taken  and 
graded  as  follows: 

Grade  1  —  34  Grade  11—5  Grade  III  —  1 

The  sample  results  showed  a  great  Improvement  over  1969. 

Clotted  Cream 

Forty-one  samples  of  creams  —  clotted,  single,  double,  synthetic  and  whipping  — 
were  taken  during  the  year. 

Of  the  41  samples, 35  were  completely  free  of  bacteria.  Bearing  In  mind  that  most 
of  the  foods  we  eat  contain  bacteria  within  permissible  limits  these  results  are 
extremely  good. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

Samples  of  orange  juice  (1),  yoghurt  (1),  pasties  (5),  liquid  egg  (1),  corned  beef  (1), 
were  all  bacteriologically  satisfactory.  Dr.  Barrow  and  Mr.  Miller  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service  enthusiastically  help  the  Department  to  solve  problems 
which  come  within  their  particular  field  and  we  are  fortunate  in  having  the  labor¬ 
atory  in  the  City  area. 

Complaints  relating  to  Food 

The  Council  dealt  with  the  following  complaints  from  the  public: 

Tainted  Veal 

Caterpillar  in  packet  of  Brocolli  Spears 
Cigarette  Filter  Tip  In  Eccles  Cake 
Discolouration  of  Corned  Beef 

After  thorough  Investigation  and  discussion  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  it  was 
decided  to  prosecute  the  case  of  the  foreign  object  in  the  Eccles  Cake.  Severe 
warnings  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  other  complaints. 
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Members  of  the  Public  are  far  too  tolerant  of  the  way  their  food  is  prepared, 
handled  and  sold.  Inspectors  cannot  be  everywhere  all  the  time.  The  manufacturer 
and  shopkeeper  depend  for  their  living  on  the  purchaser  and  a  complaint  on  the 
spot  is  often  the  most  effective  way  of  bringing  changes. 

Condemnation  of  Food 

756  certificates  were  issued  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  13,124  lbs.  of  unsound 
food  from  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  City.  3,379  lbs.  of  diseased  meat  were 
condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse. 

Meat  Inspection 

3,414  animals,  mostly  sheep  and  pigs  were  killed  at  one  private  slaughterhouse  in 
the  City  area. 

Details  of  carcases  Inspected  and  condemend  are  in  Appendix  V  on  page  29. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  plants  in  the  City  area. 

Registration  and  Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

There  are  176  food  premises  in  the  City  plus  a  minimum  of  100  bed  and  breakfast 
houses.  Details  of  these  premises  in  categories  of  trade  are  in  Appendix  VI  on  page 
30.  Eleven  premises  are  registered  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  potted, 
pickled  or  preserved  foods.  124  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made  and  27 
improvements  effected.  The  premises  of  all  who  advertise  food  and  accommodation 
in  the  official  handbook  of  the  City  or  through  the  Enquiry  Bureau  are  inspected. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

From  1st  April,  1968  the  South  Cornwall  Water  Board  took  over  the  supplies  to 
the  City  from  the  Truro  Water  Company  Limited  and  during  1970  water  from  the 
original  source  at  Tregurra  has  been  augmented  by  supplies  from  Stithians  Treat¬ 
ment  Works. 

The  pH  value  of  the  raw  water  at  both  sources  is  in  the  order  of  6.8  to  7.2  and  the 
final  treated  water  to  supply  Is  in  the  order  of  8.2  to  8.6. 

At  Tregurra  the  treatment  is  by  alumina  ferric  coagulant  and  lime  with  sterilisation 
by  chlorine  and  by  sedimentation  tanks  followed  by  pressure  filtration.  At 
Stithians  the  coagulant  is  ferric  sulphate  and  the  filtration  is  by  rapid  gravity. 

The  bacteriological  and  chemical  quality  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  area  is  satis¬ 
factory.  48  samples  were  taken  by  your  Inspectors  In  1970.  The  Board  took  41 
samples  between  1st  April,  1970  and  31st  March,  1971 .  The  water  is  not  plumbo 
solvent  and  the  analyses  show  that  the  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m. 
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Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies.  Three  of  them  from  Copes 
Gardens  were  unsatisfactory  and  this  supply  will  be  replaced  by  water  supplied  by 
the  Board. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH 
Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City  area. 

Caravan  Sites 

One  large  site  licensed  for  80  residential  caravans  and  5  other  individual  sites  are 
licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  Act  1960.  All  but  a  few  of  the  caravans  reach  a 
very  high  standard.  Almost  all  have  sinks  connected  to  the  drainage  system  and 
water  taps  within  the  caravan.  Almost  half  have  their  own  private  water  closet  and 
almost  a  quarter  their  own  slipper  bath.  The  few  substandard  caravans  will  dis¬ 
appear  as  the  occupants  move  to  better  conditions.  Plans  were  approved  for  a  new 
sanitary  block  to  be  built  In  the  spring  of  1971. 

Seven  individual  caravans  are  licensed. 

Private  Swimming  Pools 

Swimming  Pool  waters  were  tested  at  3  private  schools  by  your  Inspectors  for 
residual  chlorine  and  pH  value. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

Two  pet  shops  are  licensed  under  this  Act. 

Fouling  of  Footpaths 

The  flagrant  disregard  for  the  byelaw  which  prohibits  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by 
dogs  was  discussed  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  several  times  during  the  year. 
Paper  notices  under  the  Byelaws  are  available  free  of  charge  from  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  office  to  any  person  who  wishes  to  exhibit  them.  The  Public  Health 
Committee  adheres  to  its  firm  intention  to  prosecute  on  evidence  being  given  and 
authorised  the  Town  Clerk  to  do  so. 

Administration 

The  Technical  Assistant  attended  a  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
sponsored  course  on  Rodent  Control.  The  City  Public  Health  Inspector  attended 
a  three  weeks  course  In  Senior  Management. 

Clean  Air  Acts,  1956-68
